The 
mo del, so me o f the president’s friends 
ho pe, will serv e fo r o ther Repu blican 
co nv entio ns. 
In it the Repu blicans o f 
the co u ntry will find arg u m ents with 
which to g et the v o tes this fall. It will 
co ntain m aterial fo r a battle cry with 
which all Repu blicans can be spu rred 
to v icto ry ’ in the co ng ressio nal elec­ 
tio ns. 
When it is made pu blic the 
co u ntry will kno w o n what lines the 
adm inistratio n ex pects to fig ht o u t the 
little affair with the Demo crats. There 
was no talk abo u t candidates at the 
meeting , it was said. While it was ad 
m itted that Representativ e Nick Lo ng - 
wo rth, so n-in-law o f the ex -president, 
may pro v e a dark ho rse and carry the 
co nv entio n, ju st no w it do es no t lo o k 
as if he wo u ld be no minated.

Pittsbu rg , Ju ly 16 .—The bu siness 
affairs o f Co lo nel J. M. Gu ffey , Demo ­ 
cratic leader o f Pennsy lv ania, member 
o f the natio nal co mmittee and o ne o f 
the best kno wn o il and co al men o f the 
entire co u ntry , hav e been placed in 
the hands o f a receiv er. 
The assets 
o f Co lo nel Gu ffey are said to be $17,- 
000,000; his liabilities less than $7,- 
000,000. 
Inability to realize o n his as­ 
sets, which co nsist 
larg ely o f co al 
lands in W est Virg inia, is said to be 
the reaso n fo r Mr. Gu ffey ’s em barrass­ 
ment. 
The receiv ership pro ceeding s cau sed 
a sensatio n. Jo hn S. W’illard o f Pitts­ 
bu rg was appo inted receiv er and was 
placed u nder $100,000 bo nd by the 
co u rts. 
Mr. Gu ffey has issu ed a state­ 
ment ex pressing reg ret that it had be­ 
co me necessary 
that his affairs be 
placed in the hands o f a receiv er, bu t 
it wo u ld affo rd pro tectio n to himself 
as well as to credito rs. 
“My assets are mo re than do u ble 
the amo u nt o f my o blig atio ns, and I do 
no t ex pect the receiv ership to co n­ 
tinu e fo r any g reat time,” said Co lo nel 
Gu ffey . 
It is set fo rth in the receiv ership pa­ 
pers that he is the larg est ho lder o f 
W est Virg inia co al lands in the co u n­ 
try , his ho lding s in that being 136 ,7 00 
acres. Abo u t three y ears since, o r pre­ 
v io u sly to the panic, Co lo nel Gu ffey in­ 
v ested heav ily in co al lands there, and 
it is tho u g ht that has in the main been 
respo nsible fo r his tro u ble. 
Po litics 
hav e 
play ed 
perhaps 
as 
mu ch o f a hand in his affairs a.s in­ 
v estm ents in co al lands. 
The Pitts­ 
bu rg man who beg an as a v ery po o r 
bo y to o k a hand in Pennsy lv ania po ll-1 
tics qu ite early in life, and fo r many ! 
y ears has been ackno wledg ed as the 
leader o f Demo cracy in this state. His 
po cketbo o k was lo ng and alway s o pen 
to bo th state and natio nal cau ses o f 
Demo cracy . Seeming ly a natu ral lead­ 
er, he came into natio nal pro minence 
in po litics in 189 7, when he was elect­ 
ed Demo cratic natio nal co mmitteeman 
fro m Pennsy lv ania, replacing William 
F. Harrity . 
Gu ffey came into the na­ 
tio nal po litical g ame as a Bry an man, 
which made his qu arrel with Co lo nel 
Bry an three y ears ag o all the mo re 
spectacu lar. It was at the Denv er co n­ 
v entio n that Gu ffey was practically 
read fro m the party by Bry an, who had 
Co lo nel Jam es Kerr made co mmittee­ 
man in his place. K err died so o n after 
his electio n and Gu ffey was ag ain 
made ‘a member o f the natio nal co m­ 
m itteeman 
by 
his 
co nstitu ency 
in 
Pennsy lv ania, a po sitio n which he y et 
ho lds. 
Tho se who kno w the co lo nel 
best declare he has alway s been a 
“m ark” ; that in his life he has g iv en 
away nearly $5.000,000, witho u t ho pe 
o f ev er g etting a cent back.

CHINESE FANMAKING. 


The fanmaking indu stry in China 
was started centu ries ag o in the v il­ 
lag e o f Peng sho w, at Ampo w, abo u t 
•three miles fro m Swato w. 
It was 
fo rmerly co nfined to wo men in v ari­ 
o u s ho u seho lds, bu t fo r many y ears 
past ev ery family in the v illag e has 
been dev o ted to the wo rk, all the 
members o f the families being •o ccu ­ 
pied in the manu factu re. 
Only the 
o pen fan is manu factu red in this dis­ 
trict. 


Fo r the frame the split bambo o is 
/epeatedly riv eted u ntil each piece is 
su fficiently 
slender 
and flex ible. 
These threadlike 
pieces o f bambo o 
are arrang ed in a ro w, attached to 
each o ther by a thread passed cro ss­ 
wise thro u g h the middle. This thread 
is fastened to a semi-circu lar strip o f 
bambo o , g iv ing the fan its shape. The 
ribs are then slig htly heated and bent 
at the ends. The fan has no w the pe­ 
cu liar and characteristic shell-like 
shape at the to p. 
Very flimsy silk 
g au ze is then pasted o n the face and 
a kind o f tissu e-like paper o n the 
back. 
After the handle is attached the 
bo rder o f the fan is black v arnished 
and the g au ze is co ated with a chalk 
and water mix tu re. The handles are 
made o f bambo o , v ario u s kinds o f 
hard wo o d, bo ne and 
iv o ry . 
The 
hand painting o n the fans is clev erly 
do ne, in so me instances being wo rks 
o f art.

messages become confused. 
Hence 
low spirits, 
melanch olia, 
distorted 
mental outlook, faculty assimilation 
and disease.

Th is is so well recognized 
in th e community th at an attractive 
announcement is certain to fill th e de­ 
partment with customers wh ile oth er 
merch ants can h url black type an­ 
nouncing “Th e most wonderful values 
ever offered to th e people of Ameri­ 
ca,” and scarcely create a ripple of 
interest. 
Wh y th is kind of misrepresentation 
is kept up in th e face of its apparent 
unproductiveness h as been th e sub­ 
ject of many a complaint. It does not 
appear to be a great trade producer 
and only a percentage of th ose wh o 
go to th e store in response to th e 
bait purch ase wh en th ey 
see 
th e 
goods actualy offered. 
But it is noticeable th at most of 
th ese 
superlative 
city 
advertisers 
h ave establish ed 
“mail 
order” de­ 
partments and are bending every ef­ 
fort to extend th eir business in th is 
direction.

Insurgency Defined. 


It is a fact that no two insurgents 


insurge exactly alike, and it is really 


hard to tell ju st w hat insurgency is, 
or on what particular point insurg­ 


ents differ from the regulars. 
Wm. 
Dudley Foulke, editor of the Rich­ 


mond Item, being an adept in in­ 
surgency, lays down a declaration of 
insurgent 
principles—a 
sort 
of 
“articles of faith,” as follows: 
Shall the common welfare be the 
supreme care of the State or shall it 
be subordinate to certain special 
in­ 
terests of a privileged few? 
Shall 
these interests be controlled and reg­ 
ulated by the 
government or 
shall 
they control and regulate the gov­ 
ernment? 
This question draws with­ 
in its scope all problems regulating 
to (1) the trusts, (2) the tariff. (3) 
the conservation of public resources. 
The cleavage of our people in re­ 
spect to these issues is not upon mere 
party* lines. Both parties pnjjypss op­ 
position to special interests "and de­ 
votion to the public welfare, and in 
this they represent the convictions of 
the great mass of the voters belong­ 
ing to them. 
But the advocates of special inter­ 
ests are fa r more alert and better or­ 
ganized than those who are concern­ 
ed only for the public 
welfare.

country; in the m atter of conserva­ 
tion theyhave in past years secured 
the most important part of our public 
domain and of our natural resources 
and more recently they have barely 
failed to acquire the remainder. 
The controlling influence exerted 
by the holders and seekers of these 
special privileges piust cease. 
1. In the m atter of the trusts we 
demand that whenever a corporation 
I or combination of individuals whose 
product is a subject of traffic between 
the States has been shown by com­ 
petent authority to possess a sub­ 
stantial monopoly, oppressive^ by its 
control of prices to its competitors or 
to the public, it should be made sub­ 
ject, at the hands of an appropriate 
bureau or department of the govern­ 
ment, to the same kind of regulation 
as that to which coipmon carriers en­ 
gaged in interstate traffic are now 
subjected. 
2. We demand a tariff which shall 
represent as to m anufactured articles 
the difference in the cost of produc­ 
tion at home 
and 
abroad, so that 
there may be 
fair and 
reasonable 
competition 
between the 
domestic 
and foreign producer. 
We favor a 
tariff commission composed of ex­ 
perts to ascertain this difference in 
cost a t the earliest practical moment 
and we insist upon the speedy reduc­

We visited, today, in Chelsea, the 
house where lived and died Thomas 
Carlyle. 
The house contains many 
relics of this great author. His w rit­ 
ing chair; his table and his bed are 
still seen. 
A memorial tablet with 
his portrait is on the front of the 
house and a statute of the great man 
stands close by on the Chelsea em­ 
bankment. 
A fter leaving this spot 
we visited Lambeth Palace, which 
has for 600 years been the official 
residence of the Archbishop of Can­ 
terbury’. 
We gained entrance by 
special permission and were delight­ 
ed with a series of portraits of the 
arch bishops from the year 600 to 
the present time. 
A delightful party 
is given in the palace garden annu­ 
ally, and here all the distinguished 
people of London gather. 
The Lod- 
dard’s Tower, so called because of 
the fact that the Loddards, who were 
followers of Wycliffe, were here im­ 
prisoned and put to the torture. The 
inscriptions left 
by the Loddards 
and other prisoners, as well as the 
t rumen t of torture still remain. 
We v;sited Greenwich because of 
the fact that from this point the 
ongitude of the world is reckoned. 
We visited London Bridge and the 
Billingsgate Fish Market, the latter 
supposed 
to 
be 
associated 
with 
jrawling women and bad language. 
While we were here, however, at 5:30 
a. m., the hour of greatest activity 
there was no unnecessary noise anc 
not a single oath did we hear; 
there is not much in the name and 
much less 
in the reputation. 
The 
dock warehouses give to the traveler 
an idea of 
the wealth of London. 
Near Rotherheithe 
is Jacob's Island, 
rendered notorious by Dickens 
in 
Oliver Twist. 
We next paid a visit to the Mansion 
House, the residence of 
the Lord 
Mayor of London. 
The house 
was 
built in 1739 and is therefore nearly 
two hundred years old. 
Here the 
city banquets, of whose splendor and 
magnificence everybody has heard, 
are given. 
The Mayor holds court 
here the year around and dispenses 
hospitality with a lavish hand. 
Our 
next visit was to the Bank of Eng­ 
land and Royal Exchange. The Bank 
of England was established by Wil­ 
liam Patterson, 
a Scotchman, 
in 
1694. 
The bank is now the agent of 
the government and is the onlv bank 
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in London that has the authority to 
issue paper money. 
It has on de­ 
posit $100,000,000, and employs 900 
persons. 
We had to secure perm is­ 
sion to visit the bank through one of 
the directors. 
We could only view 
the premises as nV visitor is allowed 
to see the vaults. 
The Royal Ex­ 
change was founded by Cresham as 
a place 
where 
London 
merchants 
might have a convenient and com­ 
fortable building in which to tran s­ 
act business and is modeled after 
the Bourse at Antwerp. 
From the 
Bank of England 
to 
Smithfield is quite a contrast but this 
was the circumstance 
which 
sur­ 
rounds us. Smithfield is noted as the 
place where so many m artyrs suffer­ 
ed in the cause of religious liberty. 
Among them British 
Latimer, 
who 
said to one of his companions, while 
marching to the stake: “ Be of good 
eonfort, M aster Ridley, and play the 
man; we shall this day light such a 
candle, by God’s grace, in England, 
as I trust shall never be put out.” 
Smithfield still retains its bloody his­ 
tory. 
It is now the 
central 
meat 
m arket of London. 
We visited two 
prisons of great interest. 
The old 
Fleet Prison, immortalized by Dick­ 
ens in Picwick, but abolished as a 
prison in 1846, and Bridwell where 
men and women used to be flogged 
unmercifully. 
This territory is now 
consecrated to journalism 
and 
called New’spaper Land. 
In Fetter Lane nearby 
lived 
the 
leather seller who sat in Parliam ent 
under the name “Praise 
God 
Bare 
Bones;” 
whose 
son 
was 
called 
“Dammed Bare Bones.” 
At No. 16. 
Fetter Lane, lived the infamous M rs. 
Brown rigg. 
We visited Convent Garden Market 
where, displayed for 
sale, we saw 
flowers and fruits in rich luxuriance 
from every nation and from every 
clime. 
We visited the houses where 
lived Sir Isaac Newton and Joshua 
Reynolds; 
the former, 35 St. Mar- 
tings street, the latter. No. 47 Leic­ 
ester 
Square. 
In 
Soho 
Square 
stands the French Hugenot Church 
which was to me a point of great in­ 
terest from the fact that here mp an­ 
cestors took refuge and w'orshippee 
more than three centuries ago, when 
driven from France after the massa 
ere of St. Bartholomew.
